Keep our li¬ 
braries open, or hire a couple 
hundred more Sheriffs. 

Well, when is $14 billion 
not $14 billion. 

Two-thirds is health and 
welfare, called a 'pass 
through' the money comes 
from the Federal and State 
governments give us the 
money to put these services 
into operation.

1 have a six year old male dog with an enlarged pros- , 
tale gland. What are (he di fferent causes for an enlarged 
prosi' ale gland? i 

An enlarged prusi'hle gland can lead to constipation 
by putting pressure on the colon. It can also cause a 
partial urinary obstruction since the gland encircles the 
urethra. There are several different causes for an en¬ 
larged pros! .ate. One common cause is benign prustatic 
hyperplasia that occurs in intact male dogs. This is a hor¬ 
mone-induced enlargement of the gland. Another cause 
is cystic hyperplasia which causes tluid-fillcd caviUes 
within the prosi ate gland. A third cause is an abscess 
or infection of the prostate gland. A fourth cause is 
neoplasia. One or mure of these can occur together. To 
differentiate the cause, a scries of diaghosiic tests may 
be perlomicd. An x-ray can be used to definitively di¬ 
agnose un enlarged prosi, ale gland especially if it can¬ 
not be palpated. A urinalysis with culture or prostatic 
wash can help rule out infection. An ultrasound is help¬ 
ful in identifying cysts, abscesses and turnon. However, 
aWmalcly. a biopsy, may be needed to get a definitive 
diagnosis. Castration is recomoMnded in many cases 
•ince H will cause the gland to alfophy. Antibiotics 
would be instituied if an infection or abscess was found.

The scenario: a 6.3 earth¬ 
quake occurs on an unknown 
fault located under the city of 
Monrovia at 8:45 a.m. on 
Thursday. May 25. 

Sounds frightening? Fortu¬ 
nately. this time it was a drill, 
and not the teal thing, put on by 
the emergency units in Arcadia 
(EOC), in which I was both an 
observer as well as a partici¬ 
pant. 

In this simulated emergency 
drill—which takes place twice 
a year to prepare emergency 
crews for a real disaster—all 
units from the Red Cross, Po¬ 
lice Department. Public Works 
and the Fire Department were 
activated. Even off-duty per¬ 
sonnel reported to their work 
stations at Fire Station #1 on 
Santa Anita.

Each of these units were pul through their paces as if a real 
disaster had occurred. Part of the scenario was that "essential 
services have been damaged, but are functioning at an accept¬ 
able level." Preliminary damage assessment had begun, with 
a "declaration of disaster" in the city at 9:15 a.m. 

The EOC suff documented incidents that may cveur in such 
an emergency, such as a jail collapse at Arcadia Police Sta¬ 
tion, with 15 prisoners trapped; structural damage at 
Wellington Court, a home for senior citizens; a collapsed 
parking smicture at Methodist Hospital and a chemical spill. 

Each unit was buzzing around on Thursday morning, op¬ 
erating very smoothly. They all wore different-colored vests 
to indicate whether they represented Operations, Planning, 
Finance and Logistics, or Facilities. 

I played the part of a reporter at the "press conference." 
where Rose O’Sullivan from the Arcadia Community Center 
made an official statement to the press (consisting of myself 
and a few writers from other local papers). "Have there been 
any reports of injuries or deaths?" 1 asked. "That has not been 
confirmed," was the reply. 

A "live television broadcast" was shown, depicting disas¬ 
trous footage of Monrovia (this was a previously taped simu¬ 
lation of an earthquake made for the City of Monrovia by 
channel 4 News.)

curred. After this, we were brdered to evacuate the building 
when Ken Marston from the Arcadia Fire Department declared

damage to the structure we were in. 

Each unit moved all of their supplies and equipment; tables, 
chairs, and chalkboards outside, and continued operations very 
efficiently. 

In a real-life earthquake, would it be this orderly? "This is 
the ideal situation," replied Councilwoman Mary Young. "1 
live close by, but who knows whether we would even be able 
to get over here?" 

Fire Chief Jerry Gardner mentioned that it was the first time 
that they had evacuated the facility during a drill; the purpose 
of the exercise being to find out how everyone would react. 
And although it went very smoothly, "we would try our best 
not to have to be out here," Gardner remarked, indicating the 
back deck area, and the inconveniences it gave everyone. 

During a real emergency, the Community Center and Po¬ 
lice Station Assembly Room would be used as alternate emer¬ 
gency centers. 

At a critique afterward, minor problems were cited by vari¬ 
ous groups, such as confirmations being difficult to get, and 
routing of message forms unclear. Some of the paperwork 
presented a problem. "Communications are what fails most 
often." noted Marston. 

Also. Police Chief Ron Gamer honored Don Alcorn with 
a certificate of appreciation. Now retired, Alcorn frequently 
returns to the city as a consultant. "I’m not going to go away— 
not t(X) easily anyway." he quipped. 

Aflcr'lhc drill! 1 was impressed with how smooihls things 
went, and how the City of Arcadia can rest assured that we 
will be in capable hands in the case of a real disaster.
